DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant has asked the examiner to acknowledge the foreign priority claim. 
However, applicant has not claimed any foreign priority. For example, the oath and 
declaration submitted on 07/26/2006 is silent to any claim of foreign priority. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 1 2, filed 08/1 2/2009, with respect to claims 1 , 3- 
9, and 11-13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 , 
3-9, and 11-13 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9, and 11-13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 9 
and 13 recite detecting a position of a failed laser diode and based on that position 
turning off a working laser diode. The closest prior art of record is Tsunekane (JP 2004- 
014917). Tsunekane discloses a method which detects a failed laser diode and then 
shunts the current to other non-failed laser diodes. In short, Tsunekane does not 
disclose turning off a working laser diode based on a position of a failed laser diode. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
